*r. langer pointed out that since sending to membere 
of tho Coaalttee the draft of ClC Directive No. 10, ha had 
had a long talk with Vtindenburj; concerning certain

L*iger, particularly with regard to paragraph 2 cf the draft 
directive, and had therefore ro-erlttsn the papor in an 
effort to obviate thcae objections. itr.

objectionable but definitely dea treble. It was agreed that 
the Department of i>tate »hould approve tho proposal th;*t the 
Central I Intelligence Group taho over foreign secret intelli- 
gence operation® and the monitoring of foreign radio broad- 
cast#. The only quest ionablo part of the directive wua 
paragraph 2 dealing with the research and analysis functions 
of the Central Inttllivence Group which, in tho opinion of 
hr. langcr and of other members of the Committee, was still 
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unsatisfactory in the revised draft. It was the unani- 
mous opinion of the AC I that the Department of State should 
not approve the os sumption by the Central Intelligence Croup 
of research end analysis funutioRB which night impinge upon 
the recognised apbtre of responsibility of the Department 
or upon the work of the research divisions of the Ltopert- 
Kent . Ur. Longer oubjoitted to the Ccsadttee a mi jetted 
revision of paragraph 2 of the draft directive which would 
restrict the research and analysis functions of the CIO to 
such fields which were not presently being covered or which 
were being Inadequately covered by existing agencies or 
which could bettor be perfomed centrally. It was agreed 
that at the nesting of the Intelligence Advisory Board, Ur. 
Lange r should present this revision and should attempt to 
secure its acceptance by the Director of Central Intelligence*
